WALES AS A SPORT. 


“A SOLLY GOOD FELLOW, ACCORDING 


TO BUFFALO BILL AND OTHERS,

The Prince's Green Youth—A Wife and a 
Beard—sSeeing Life—Variety Entertain- 
mounts in Mariborough House—Amusing 
the Shah—The Prince's Popularity. 


: [Special Correspondence, } 

Lonvon, April 2,—When so potent a per- 

gonage as the Hon. John Lysimachus Sul- 
ambassador extraordinary from the 
Uterati of Boston at the court of St. James— 
it, at least, till he failed to knock out 

itchell—condescendingly pronounces TH. R. 
HH, the Prince of Wales to be “a fine fellow,” 
there is hope for the future of the English 
monarchy. 

In much the came elegant phraseology, and 
With equa! enthusiasm, three other repre- 
sentative Americans have recently set the 
seal of their hign approval upon the royal 
head, on which there is now no “hair appar- 
ent,” namely, the Hon. W. Buffalo F, Cody 
Bill, Mr. Chauncey M. Depew and Mr. James 
G. Blaine. Let us see what is this remark- 
able charm in the social life of the Prince of 
‘Wales. 

The first time I saw him acting in a public 
capacity was in 1857, when he rode in a 
closed carriage with his fatier, who was 
going to open an exhibition, The prince 
consort was a noble looking man, then only 
in his 88th year, with a high arched brow, | 
the higher for his baldness, clear light blue 
eyes, and an expression of serene intellect- | 
wality, His son, the Prince of Wales, was a | 
lanky, shapely Jad of 16, with a very soft 
look, much akin to what the Seotch call 
“half daft.” And, in truth, he never was a | 
bright youth, 

The next big cecasicn was when he brought 
his beantiful Danish bride in public proces- | 
sion into London, That was in March, 1863, | 
and, take it all in all, was by far the greatest 
public show in England in our time, The | 
prince had grown more manly in appear- 
ance, though still his loamy, fair, silky hair | 
and those liquid eyes of his gave him a some- 
what effeminate look, Two or three years | 
later he grew his beard, and the razor at once 
went out of fashion, To his beard he owes 
his undoubted air of dignity. Though his 
nose isa rather prominent aquiline, it con- 
vVeys no idea of strength. It indicates a 
refined taste, inclining the owner to sensuous 
(which need not involve sensual) indulgences, 
Bince his narrow escape from the clutches of 
the same typhoid fever which killed his 
father, the prince has increased his weight 
and his baidness, developments which de- 
cidedly bring the consolatory compensation 
of increased dignity. Now, at 47, he looks 
at his very best, and his social sway was | 
never so supreme, 

There was a period when Puritanism loudly 
bewailed and castigated the sowing of wild 
oats by princes, whose misfortune is to live 
80 largely under the prying publiceye. If | 
princes were the only sinners of this sort | 
society would be cleaner today than it is, the 
world over. However, the Prince of Wales 
did many wrong things thet were foolish, 
and many foolish things that were not very 
wrong, and, as any foolish prince richly de- 
serves, he paid a smart penalty for his fol- 
lies, It is an-open question how far royalty 
thould go in patronizing popular amuse- 
ments, The social and pecuniary value of 
royal (and presidential and knickerbocker 
and millionaire) patronage isimmense., Some 
hold that as figureheads are highly paid, they 
ought to do something in return, Evidently 
the Prince of Wales has shared this view, for 
ever since his marriage, a quarter of a cent- 
ury ag>, he has curried on the maternal 
busixess of social sovereignty with a vigor 
and vim which have won biim a popularity 
hard to be understood in America, but which 
may be gauged by the sentiments expressed 
by the representative Americans quoted 
above, 

When the Music hall (which Americans 
call the Variety theatre) established itself as 
apopular institution, about 1862, the Prince 

of Wales, not being free to go to them, used 
to send for the great men of genius 
who delighted their audiences as 
“lion comiques” with their elegant 
“patter” songs. His royal highness 
used to have merry little supper parties at 
Marlborough house, at which “the great 
Vance” would sing, or rather bellow— 


Champagne Charlie is ny name, 
Knoeking down bobbi ny game, 


The great “Jolly Nash” was privileged to | 
chant his refined P 
melodies, and I 
havesince seen him 
produce and play 
on a silver cornet 
which, he proudly 
said, had been pre- 
sented to him by 
the prince.

conceit and brag of Bullivan permits, the

When the shah of Persia visited London 
in 187) he was boarded and lodged in Buck- 
ingham yalace, and fearful were the tales 
that went whispering around about the 
heathenish doings within that semi-sacred 
abode, Visions of a harem arose out of the 
most trifling joke of thescandal monger, but 
what was undoubtedly true was the furnish- 
ing of athletic sports to armuse and edify the 
diamoud covered Oriental. Boxers aud 


|; abounding in geniality, 


Some of the prince’s chums of those days 
have well proven the utility of uauly sports 
since then, notebly Lord Charles Beresford, 


who is one of the very best fighting men in 
the service, 

In his country home in Norfolk the prince 
indulges to the full in the outdoor sports, 
which are the glory of the English country 
gentleman, His estate is one of the most 


' varied and picturesque in the kingdom, away 


up in its snug corner, washed by the waves 
of the North sea, It is stocked with game, 
You are encircled by madcap hares and rab- 
bits every foot of your tramp through its 
miles of en, and your presence little dis- 
turbs their frolics. Every minute or so you 
flutter a covey of partridges or pheasants, 
woodcocks or grouse, aud there are deer in 
abundance, In other parts are the pedigree 
herds and flocks, and in well kept inclosures 
roam strange animals of all sorts, acclima- 
tized and quite at home. Now and again 
great gulls sweep down from the sea, and 
specimens of wild fowl of all but extinct 
types are often to be seen, In the shooting 
season the prince has large house parties to 
share his sport. ‘Che visitors are ever going 
and coming, so thatin a month there may 
have been 100 guests, The neighboring 
gentry and the farmers from the country 
side get invited on special days, and great 
are the days when the landlord prince and 
his neighbors and tenants meet on equal 


| terms, in the good old Engiish way, to have 


a grand “shoot.” Ail the London hospitals 
get gifts of game in turn from the prince, 


| and the sick poor in the Landringham dis- 


trict are never forgotten. Tie prince is 


| equally fond of the saddle, and is as much at 


home in the hunt as in his daily trot around 
Rotten Kow in town, where his hand is ever- 
jastingly up to his hat returning the salutes 
of his friends and the public. 

He is not an orator but he makes an ad- 
mirable speech, always business like and 
In this word lies 
the secret of his power, which is just as 
great in one directionas in another, The 
roughs and tonghs of the East End and in 
the provinces are quite as fervent admirers 
of the prince as are the asistocracy, and what 
we term the middle classes are no whit be- 
hind. Wherever he goes tae prince receives 
the warmest welcome. When Joseph Cham- 
berlain, recently in Washington, was mayor 
of Birmingham, he, being a declared republi- 
can, entertairied the prince on a state visit 
and proposed his health. Birmingham went 


| mad with enthusiasm over its royal visitor. 


The prince is too wise to show the slightest 
political bias, and as he does his social duty 
so thoroughly and with such tact, he is a 


| universal favorite as the figurehead of Eng- 
| lish society,

r LINCOLN'S DEATH BED. 


"TS SCENES GRAPHICALLY DE- 
SCRIBED BY AN EYE WITNESS. 


The Mood Stained Pillows and Quilt. 
Unpublished Incitents of Lincoln's Last 
Hours Toid by the Son of the Owner of 
the House Jn Which He Died. 


(Special Ce rresoondence.] 


ASHINGTON, April 16.— 
I held in my hands last 
night some of the most 
ghastly relics of the history of our country. 
These were two plain pillow cases, stained 
with blood and clotted with brains, They 
were yellow with age, and the crimson of the 
blood had faded, but the great stains had 
dyed nearly the whole of the pillows, and 
where the brains had oozed out the cloth was 
thick and matted. I handled also a blood 
stained quilt, which was originally a beauti- 
ful piece of Irish worsted work, and the 
colors of which, strange to say, were red, 


white and blue. The blood was spattered | 


over this quilt as over the pillows, and the 
purple stains had discolored its beauty. 
examined the stains carefully, and though I 
shuddered T looked again and again at the 


ghastly sight.

" I came inthe president was 
on thebed. His face looked ghastly, aie 
blood was still flowing from his wound upon 
the pillows. The blood flowed fast and the 
pillows were saturated.

| on this pillow, and his eyes, all blood shot, 
almost protruded from tbeir sockets, His 
| face twitched, and it looked as though he 
| was trying to speak, but I suppose the action | 
of his features was involuntary,” 
| Was Mrs, Lincoln present?” T asked. 
| “No, at this time she was in an adjoining 
| room, and Robert was there trying to com- 
fort her, She was sobbing and crying, and 
| during that night she came now and then to 
the bed and burst into a flood of tears, and 
| then went away, sobbing, into the other room, 
| The doctors wanted some hot water and bot- 
tles and asked me to get them for them, We 
| had a hot fire in the kitchen, und ( had the 
cook put the hot water in the bottles and 
bring them in. The doctors then placed 
| them about the body of the president, rub- 
| bing his limbs all the time to keep the blood 
| in circulation, Ihelped them, and stood at 
the foot of the bed, rubbing his right leg. At 
| this time all hope had not been given up, but 
as the night wore on the prospects became 
very gloomy, and the scene comes before me 
to-night, 

“Between 3 and 4 o'clock I got very sleepy, 
| and was sitting on a trunk at the foot of the 
| bed and nodding. Secretary Wells touched 

me and said; ‘My boy, you are tired out, and 
you had better go out and get some sleep, and 
we will call you if we need you.’ At this I 
went into the next room and sat down upon 


on these clothes that Abraham Lincoln, just ia rocking chair, I was soon sound asleep, 


twenty-three years ago last 
breathed his last. These clots of brains | 
helped to work out the problems of the late | 
war, and that dark red blood fed the heart of 
the kindest president the United States has | 
known. 

A straight young man of medium height, 
with a pleasant face, stood by meas I looked, 
and, taking the clothes, showed me here and 
there the spots where the president had laid. 
This young man was the son of the owner of 
the bouse in which Lincoln died, He was a 
Well grown boy when the assassination took 
place, and he is now, I judge, about 40 years 
of age. His name is Peterson, and he was 
16 years oid when the assassination took 
place. 

“On this pillow case,” said he, ‘President 
Lincoln lay when he was first brought in, 
but it soon became saturated with blood, and 
Secretary Stanton asked me for another, I 
brought him this” (taking up the second), 
“and on this he died. 

“The scenes are fresh now as if they had 
happened but yesterday, I was at home for 
my Easter vacation, and my father lived in 
the brick house just opposite Ford’s theatre, 
This theatre was then the leading one of 
Washington, and a box was always reserved 
for Lincoln, I was well acquainted with the 
theatre people, and I knew the ins and outs 
well. Lincoln attended the theatre often, 
and he was surprised one time to see young 


Sunday, | but ina moment a rough hand caught my 


shoulder, and Secretary Stanton’s voice said: 
“My boy, this is no time to sleep, and you 
had betier goinand watch.” [then returned 
to my place, but I could not keep my eyes 
open, and I finally went into the back room 
and slept till dawn, It was just light when I 
returned to the death chamber, President 
Lincoln was breathing so heavily that you 
could bave heard him in any part of the 
house. His face was death like, and his jaw 
had fallen down upon his breast, showing his 
teeth. So he remained until 7:22, when he 
died. 

“I have never seen a correct painting of 
the death bed. A lot of cheap things were 
thrown upon the country at the time, but 
the: were not in accordance wits the facts. 
Mrs. Lincoin is painted in these pictures as 
kneeling at Ube bedside and holding her hus- 
band’s hand as the life went out of his body. 
She was, in fact, not inthe room, The cabi- 
net were, however, all present, and all were 
weeping. Charles Sumner and Robert Lin- 
coln stood together, and Summer's arm was 
thrown around young Robert's shoulders, 
Sumner was crying, and young Lincoln was 
sobbing. 

“I then left the house and went to tell my 
father, who was at his store. It wasa nasty 
day. .\s | cpened the door I saw that it was 
Grizzling, cloudy aud dark. There was a 
guard around the house, and also one sta- 


Tad on the stage, dressed up to represent one 
of the minor characters. He did not know 
him at first, but his actions seemed strangely 
familiar, and when he saw who it was he 
burst into aha! ha! which called the atten- 
tion of the house to his box. 

“I knew Wikes “ooth very well, and he 
sometimes slept at our house, He was « tall, 
well made young fellow, and he had large 
black eyes and luxuriant black hair, . He was 
a nervous, erratic, strange man; and it isa 
curious thing that he slept in our house a 
week before this deed was done, and under 
this same coveriid upon which Lincoln died, 

“The assassination, you know, occurred on 
the night of the i4th of April, and I saw 
Booth that morning riding a little sorrel 
mare down Pennsylvania avenue. It was not 
far off from Willard’s hotel that I saw him, 
and I was then on my way to play ball on 
the grounds just below the White House, 
When the game was over I went home and 
had supper. After super I went to the thea- 
tre, but I did not go to Ford’s, as I had often 
geen the ‘American Cousin,” but I went to 
another theatre, where “Aladdin and the 
‘Wonderful Lamp” was being played. As I 
started out to go to the theatre I saw the 

ident’s carriage drive up to Ford's, and 
President Lincoln and some other gentlemen 
and ladies got out. After I had been at the 
theatre but a short time the manager came 
tothe front of the stage and said that the

The crowd made a 
rush for the doors, and I tried to go home. 
As I reached the corner of Tenth and E 
streets, a block away from the theatre, I 
heard some men gathered around a fellow 
whom they had caught bold of, and yelling: 

They were standing j 
under a sycamore tree, and one of them sug- 
gested that it was a goo’ place to string him 
up. The wret.x was a poor fell who liad 
nothing to do with the assassination, but 
whom they suspeted. I pushed my way 
past these inen, and finally got to the door of 
my father's house. Two soldiers were in 
front of it. Ltried to pass them, but thoy 
said: “You can't goin, The phesident is ly- | 
ing in there.”

I put my hand on his 
face, and it was as cold as a stone. 

“Soon after this Mr, Lincoln was taken 
from the house. His body was wrapped up 
ina couple of blaukets and carried to the 
embalmer’s, It was then laid out in state in 
the East Room of the White House,” 

“You do not own the house in which 
President Lincoln died, Mr, Paterson?!” 

“No; allis changed now, and these relics 
which I have are the last practical evidences 
of the president's last sufferings. The room 
in which he died has been changed, and we 
have sold the house to its present owner, Mr. 
Louis Shade. We got $4,500 for it, and the 
buyer took it because he thought the goveri- 
ment would use it asa museum, and heasked, 
some time ago, $12,000 for it. These pictures 
and these pillow cases are all that is left of 
the furniture. We sold the bed upon which 
the president died for $30, and I think it 
is now in Syracuse, N, Y. No one has 
ever slept under this coverlid since that 
night, and we would not think of using it. 
I do not think it should be sold to any one, 
It should be preserved for a museum, We 
could have sold it time and again, 

“It is wonderful the desire people have 
for collecting relics of Lincoln, They came 
for days after the president's death to see the 
room in which he died, and they stole every- 
thing they could get their bands on. They 
snipped pieces out of the curtains, pulled pa- 
per off of the walls, and even carried away 
the mustard plasters we used that night. 
When the preeident was carried over from 
the theatre to the house that night, some 
drops of his blood fell upop our doorstep, 
and the next day men and boys dipped little 
pieces of paper into this blood, and carried 
them away as mementoes, 

“The day after the assassination was Sun- 
day, and Washington was draped in black, 
and all the preachers preached funeral ser- 
mons over him.
